This conclusion I have arrived at after 
thoroughly investigating the advantages and 
prospects of all the principal points between 
the Mississippi Kiver and the dtocky Moun- 
tains. I have been accompanied in these 
travels by James Farrow, Eeq., of Spartan- 
burg Court House, Routh Carolina, who con- 
curs with me in opinion as to the future 
rospects of this city, and as an evidence of 
iis willingness to back his judgment he has 
this day rented an office, having determined 
to leave his native Blate, which has so often 
honored him with high official position, and 
in which he now enjoys the reputation of a 
successful lawyer in fil practice, and will re- 
move to this city to prosecute his profession. 

But there are, besides railroads, other great 
agencies which must always be at work to 
build up a great city ; and among those agen- 
cles the most prominent are manufactories 
and educational advantages. 

Manufacturing enterprises of all kinds are 
being developed here on every hand. In the 
beef and pork packing business the rapid 
strides of the past two or three years, if con- 
tinued, will, within five years, make this the 
greatest beef and pork packing city of the 
West. There are several very large estab- 
ments now in successful operation, the largest 
of which uses steam, and has, this season, 
slaughtered as many as five hundred cattle in 
one day. I cannot attempt to describe to one 
who has never visited such an establishment, 
the rapidity with which cattle disappear into 
barrels, sewers, ete. The department where 
the hides are taken off, and the offal taken 
from them, presents a horid appearance. 
But in those establishments large numbers 
of men find employment; and from them 
the poorer classes of people are enabled to 
get the refuse scraps almost without price. 
During the last few weeks immense numbers 
of sheep have been slaughtered bere for their 
hides and tallow; and the saddje of fine 
mutton could be bought for twenty cents. 
This city is destined to control the cattle 
trade of a large portion of the Southwestern 
partof the United States, which will be a 
business of great magnitude. 

The various railroads centering here are 
now projecting an extensive rolling mill and 
manufactory of all railroad materials, Such 
an establishment will become @ necessity, and 
will be built, as they nrust be able to convert 
their worn-out iron into new tron without 
sending it east to have it re-rolled, 

The railways here are also progressing with 
negotiations for the erection of a passenger 
depot here, which ia to cost two or three 
millions of dollars. The magnificent bridge 
here across the Missouri river cost one million 
two hundred thousand dollars. Think of 
these things being done by a city which had 
no railways, and only about five thousand in- 
habitants five years ago. 

Then turn from all these gigantic enter- 

prises Which have cost so many millions of 
dollars, and ask “ what about educational en- 
terprises’” The answer to that inquiry 
serves as the key stone in the arch of glory 
which the live people of this city have erected 
over it. About three years ago it began to 
be obvious that the great contest between the 
rival young cities of the Missouri Valley had 
about ended by the solution of the problem as 
to which of thom was the coming city, and 
as if to turn the scale and settle the question 
forever, Kansas City moved forward in the 
course of common schools in a manner which 
amazed all who were watching her rise and 
ogress, She now has thirty-two thousand in- 
Sabhtanse. but at the time alluded to when 
she embarked in a commog school system she 
had only about half that population 

Within three years she has built eight 
school buildings, the six best of which build- 
ings are far superior to the City Hall build- 
ing in Atlanta, and the others are almost as 
good, I have had the pleasure of becoming 
acquainted with Prof. Phillips, the efficient 
Superintendent of Public Schools, and of 
visiting and going through some of the build- 
ings. A superjwr educejjon can be had at 
these schools, and they are n to all the 
children of the city without charge, Books 
are furnished free of cost to all poor chil- 
dren, while those who are able, are made to 
pay forthem. This is an objectionable fea- 
ture in their system, as there should be noth- 
ing necessitating any inquiring into the con- 
dition of the parents of the children, but all 
should be furnished books free, thus avoidin 
anv Cclassificatjon based upon destitution. Prof. 
Phillips assufed me that this objectionable 
feature would not stand much longer. I was 
surprised to find so many children at the 
schools I visited, and afterwards in passing 
back and forth through the city, I coyld bat 
notice bow few idle children were to be seen 
upon the streets. For the information of 
your readers, I will give a tabular statement of 
the scholars at the different schools :
